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A. Much longer because we load the machine, load 
the lowest, and still don't do. Then we put it again, 
twice the same.

A. Was enough. Better then. Was enough, yeah, 
because we produce. 

Q. Did you complain to Unitherm about the fact 
that the oven wouldn't completely process the hams in one 
pass through the oven? 

A. Many times. 

Q. And what was their response? 

A. The last response they say we have to put 
additional units. 

Q. Did they give any explanation of why the oven 
wouldn't do it in five minutes? 

A. Because it's too short. 

Q. Had they told you that it would do it in five 
minutes?
